Until recently, agent's home aaui-ooo 
has not been used for letter drop purposes. CABA.TON-19 and CAELI-1 were 
given her home address to use for emergency contact about a month ago* 

Agent mail to her home address will be written as Identity 2 so that she 
can distinguish it from her own mail. Note that the indicator is the man- 
ner in which the first name is written,

Purpose of meetings is to pass the DM 100.00 a month paid agent for her 
services, to confer on matters pertaining to the post office box, and to 
inform her that she may receive operational mail. Agent is met at her 
home, in public parks, and in cafes. Meetings are pre-arranged. Emer- 
gency meetings can be arranged through the mail (agent has no telephone) 
and if agent must be seen immediately it is possible to go to her home 
any week day before noon except on Mondays when Case Officer should not 
call until after 1000 hours, as agent’s unwitting husband does not leave 
for work until this hour on Monday. Agent can contact case officer on 

telephone number 55336ii. She will ask to speak to^ 

whom she knows a sf^ 

i;. There are no particular problems in the handling of this agent. 

She has from time to time indicated a slight nervousness. In the begin- 
ning the matter of having only mail addressed to her box go to the box 
and mail addressed to her house to her house mailbox posed a minor prob- 
lem. Her mailman informed her that he had been instructed to forward all 
her mail to her post office box, and she feared that a change of mailman 
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might again bring up this problem. But the problem has not arisen again 
and as the months have gone uneventfully past she has expressed no more 
anxiety about the box* Once she mentioned having a feeling of guilt for 
accepting the money for doing nothing* Case Officer assured her that it 
was a worthwhile service, and -that she was being paid for her integrity, 
that she should accept the money that month, and that the matter could 
again be discussed next month, if she wanted to do so* She has not raised 
the matter since* 

5* Case Officer does not believe that agent is putting the money into 
an account for her children as she originally said she intended to do, 
because she was eager to have her money before Christmas for the month of 
December and then again was eager to have it before she left for her vaca- 
tion in June. Case Officer does not believe this poses any problem as far 
as agent's unwitting husband is concerned, as expenditure of an amount this 
small could easily go unnoticed. Case Officer is further of the opinion 
that agent is just as interested as KUBARK in concealing the fact that she 
has this extra money from her husband. It gives her a small margin of free 
dora that she otherwise could not enjoy. 



6. Although agent has not had the opportunity to show how efficiently 
she would handle mail coming to her house, it is case officer's opinion 
that she would promptly call case officer and arrange for meeting. A con-, 
trol letter has been sent to her and more yd.ll be sent at periodic inter- 
vals. MKTQPAZ reported that the letter showed no signs of having been tam- 
pered with. She has always reported to meetings on time. One can see 
from her own person, her children, and her household that she is a con- 
scientious person. She appears to have a stable, honest, straightforward 
and down-to-earth personality. 



7. Agent will be moving from her present address, but will inform 
Case Officer in ample time to allow CABATON-19 and CAELI-1 to be given the 
new address.
